An Impatient Vankee Skipper Who Bad 


Confidence Jn His Ship and Who Dared 
the Alabama—Flying Two Flag! In Neu- 
tral Waters—How the Escape Wa* Made. 
'During the greater part of the war," 


eaid the retired skipper, "there were a 
large nmnber of American clippers stall- 
ed in Hong-Kong harbor, having orders 
to remain there from their owners, who 
feared the Alabama. This arrangement 
did not at all please the captains and 
officers, as many of us were anxious to 
go home and ship in the navy, bnt orders 
were orders.

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SILVER COKFKKENCK. 


The Denver chamber of commerce 


in conjunction with other commercial 
exchanges of that city has sent an ad- 
dress to every commercial organization 
in the southern and western states on 
the subject of silver, which sets forth 
the fact that the unconditional repeal 
of the present silver law and reducing 
the currency to a gold basis must re- 
sult in closing every silver mine, mill 
and smelter in the country, crippling 
commerce and ruining the wheat, cot- 
ton and wool mdufetries. To prevent 
this the chamber of commerce and 
other business organizations of Den- 
ver resolved to invite similar organiza- 
tions in other cities throughout the 
silver, wool, wheat and cotton districts 
of the west and south, to appoint one 
or more delegates to meet in conven- 
tion at St. liouis at an early day and 
take such action as may be deemed 
best to further the cause of free coin- 
age. 


Nevada ought to be represented at 


the convention 
Its citizens are di- 


rectly interested in the questions in- 
volved and ita voice should be heard in 
a convention of representative men 
from the.western and southern states 
protesting against the degradation of 
silver to a mere commodity and de- 
manding that in the interest of the 
country it be raised to its old standard. 
Idaho, Montana, Colorado, New Mexico 
and Arizona are moving, why does not 
the Bilver State urouse itself? 


GIGANTIC' MAIL KOJJBEUY. 


Jfov Home years past the loss of mail 


upon the Grand Trunk railroad in 
Canada has been great 
American 


pouches consigned to Canada and the 
mails from Montreal and Toronto to 
the western states have been rifled and 
not infrequently pouches have dis- 
appeared and HO trace of them could 
be discovered 
This has been a source 


of great annoyance to the postal 
authorities of both countries and the 
entire torce of inspectors in Canada 
arid thirty United States postofflce in- 
spectors have been vainly endeavoring 
to catch the thieves or ascertain how 
the mails were stolen. 
Recently In- 


spector James E. Stuart dressed as a 
tramp and beat his way on the Grand 
Trunk trains with the determination 
of solving the mystery. He spent seven 
days watching the mail cars on the 
Canadian border and then arrested 
Charles Ford, superintendent of the 
Grand Trunk aud Port Huron, upon 
whoso person 848 stolen letters were 
found 
JTorcl confessed that he had 


been robbing the mails, and as he was 
one of the inott trusted employes of 
the Grand Trunk ho was not even 
suspected of snch an offense. It is not 
yet known whether he had confeder- 
ates or acted solely on his own account, 
but his arrest will doutless stop mail 
robbing on the Grand Trunk for the 
present 


HAWAIIVN V1NANCJKS. 


One of the objections urged against 


the annexation of Hawaii by the en- 
emies of the measure was that the 
United States would have to assume 
the debt of the islands The financial 
statement presented by minister Da- 
mon just before the sailing of the Aus- 
tralia shows that there is no cause 
for hesitation on that score. JThe cus- 
toms revenue of the islands for the past 
five years would amount in twenty years 
when the debt falls due, to $6,419,200 
while tho dobt with interest would 
foot up $5,687,587 leaving a surplus of 
revenue of $781,700 This leaves out of 
the calculation all duties which have 
heretofore been paid on imports from 
the United Slates. Under annexation 
duties would be increased and trade 
greatly enlarged 
These facts explode 


the idea that Hawaii would be a burden 
to the United States. The benefits it 
would bring have already been set 
forth—Mulletin. 


A CONSPIRACY has been discovered in 


Honolulu having for its object the 
overthrow of the provisional govern- 
ment and the restoration of the mon- 
archy. 
Glaus Sprockets and James 


Campbell, two of the wealthiest sugar 
planters on the islands are said to have 
promised the conspirators a million 
ane a half dollars to assist them in 
restoring the old orde>" of government 
If Hawaii is going to adopt Central 
American tactics and have a revolution 
every tune the moon changes, the 
United States should not be in too 
great a hurry to annex the islands.

derson's tirade against silver inflicted 
upon the public by the Associated 
Press is " a voice from the tomb." 
It 


indicates, however, what influence con- 
trols the Associated Press. The screed 
of a goldbug is given in full, while a 
national convention of the friends of 
bimetallism is limited to ten lines.

FOBT DODGE, la., July 7.—Seventy- 


four people are dead and at least five 
more to die and over a hundred are in' 
jured as a result of the cyclone that 
started at Quinby and ended with aw 
f nl results at Pomeroy hist night. At 
the latter place forty are dead and over 
a hundred are injured and five blocks 
oi residences demolished, nothing re- 
maining but kindling wood. 
Two 


hundred families are homeless, many 
having lost all. 
The business blocks 


were badly damaged and the p'ostofflce, 
drug store and seven churches com 
pletely demolished. 


The loss in Pomeroy will reach fully 


50,000. 
All is chaos there. The resi- 


dents still alive are in a dazed condi- 
tion and it is very difficult to get in- 
formation. The storm came from the 
northwest and did terrible work in lit- 
erally one minute's time, An immense 
amount of damage was done to crops 
and the path of the storm is strewn 
with the carcasses of animals and in 
every direction there is nothing but 
wreck and ruin. 


Immediately after the storm 
had 


passed the cries and moans ot the in- 
jured were heartrending, and willing 
ones began the work of rescue. 
Their 


work was sickening, as people were 
found literally torn to pieces 
Some 


with legs or arms drawn, others suffer- 
ing with terrible wounds with their 
life oozing out 
Many of the dead 


were so disfigured that they were un- 
recognizable. The old postofflce was 
turned into a morgue and at one time 
contained twenty-six bodies.

Good Templars' hall and the hotels 
were turned into hospitals where every 
effort was made to relieve the unfor- 
tunates. The storm wiped out com- 
munication with the world and Ed 
Masterson Started on a horse for Man- 
son for help. 
He was stopped by a 


bridge being washed out, and in at- 
tempting to ford the river nearly 
drowned. He hailed a special train 
bearing officials of the Illinois Central 
and they backed to Manson, sent for 
assistance and then proceeded with 
help to Pomeroy 
Another train with 


physicians and help followed shortly 
and soon the work of relief at Pomeroy 
was in progress. A train left here with 
nurses, bedding, food and coffins this 
morning and the interment of the dead 
commenced this afternoon. 


Many /emarkable escapes are chron- 


icled. A year-old babe was found on 
the outskirts of the ruins, was entirely 
divested of clothing and uninjured. 
M. F. Mullen and family and five 
neighbors saved themselves by going 
into a cyclone cave, but their homes 
were completely demolished. 


Many of the dead were found long 


distances from their homes and standing 
houses had boards driven through them 
by the force of the wind. Trees in the 
path of the storm were stripped even of 
bark and nothing escaped injury. Pom- 
eroy was a thriving town of a thousand 
inhabitants.

fceMoo* tThat May Be Drawn From the New 


Tork State and National Elections—The 
Percentage of Votera to the Population 
Greater In the Country. 


A comparison of the election returns 


fit the end of the last century, about the 
time of the adoption of-the constitution 
ef the United States, with the returns 
for the last presidential election,,shows 
how widely the suffrage has extended in 
£he United States. In Massachusetts, 
between 1778 and 1794, the.proportion of 
votes cast to the population varied from 
3 to 5 per cent. In several counties of 
the state of Ne w Tork there were cast at 
the election of 1893 almost one-third as 
many votes as there were inhabitants. 


It is the habit of many people to take 


it for granted that the earlier institu- 
tions of the United States were more 
democratic than the present ones, and 
that the tendency of these times is to 
pat the political power in the hands of a 
few men and to take it away from the 
multitude. No such theory is borne out 
by the election returns. At one of the 
most hotly contested elections in Virgin- 
ia, when Chief Justice Marshall's father 
was a candidate for membership in the 
house of burgesses, or what would cor- 
respond to assemblyman here, there was 
only one vote cast to every 10 inhabit 
ants, a ratio smaller than that cast in 
any county in this state for a great many 
years. There was a property qualifica- 
tion for electors in this contest, and it 
Wcis frequently tho case that the voting, 
instead of being by secret ballot, was 
viva voce. There were so few electors 
that they would all come together on 
election day, and their names would be 
called, every man naming his choice. 


With all the talk about the large vote 


of the city of New York and the power 
of its majorities to settle the result in the 
state, it is somewhat contradictory that 
tho election figures should show that 
New York has the smallest ratio of voters 
to inhabitants—less than half as large as 
the ratio in many of the rural counties. 
Brookl3~n comes next and Buffalo third. 


Throughout the state it is general that 


the Democratic counties cast fewer votes 
to-the number of their inhabitants than 
the Republican counties. In New York 
the number of inhabitants to each voter 
is C.89, in Kings 5.95 and in Erie 5.00, 
while in Cortlandt and Otsego the ratio 
is 3.11 to 1; 8.16 in Yates, 8.85 in Gene- 
see, 8.33 in Delaware, 8.35 in Allegany, 
3.20 in Madison, 8.37 in Ontario, 3.22 in 
St. Lawrence. This shows a ratio twice 
as large in New York and almost twice 
as large in Brooklyn and Buffalo as in 
the rural counties. 


There are two main reasons to account 


for ihis. One is the difference in the 
election laws in the cities and in the 
counties, and the other is the difference 
in the character of the population. It 
cannot be a difference in politics, .for 
Scboharie, one of the few. rural Demo- 
cratic counties, shows a ratio of 8.18, and 
Greene, another Democratic county, has 
u ratio of 3.86. The percentage of voters 
fs lower in the cities than in the rural 
dialects. The two counties of Schenec- 
tady and Schoharie are Democratic and 
contiguous. Schoharie is a purely agri- 
cultural county, while a greaj^part of 
the population of Schenectady county is 
in Schenectady, which is a flourishing 
little city. Schenectady has 6,000 more 
population than Schoharie, but it casts 
several hundred fewer votes, and there is 
a difference of a third in their ratios. 


One reason for the high ratios in New 


York, Brooklyn and Buffalo is the large 
number of aliens in those cities. The 
aliens count in the population, but they 
do not count in the number of voters. 
According to the state censxis New York's 
population is one-fourth alien, and the 
ratio in Buffalo is almost as high. 


Another thing is the difference in elec- 


tion laws. In the cities a man has to go 
to the polling place twice to vote—once 
tp register and once to cast his ballot. In 
the country ho has to go only once and 
that time to vote. His name may be put 
on tho registration list, by his friends. 


A comparison of these returns with the 


election returns at the time of the Revo- 
lutionary war and the adoption of the 
constitution shows that political inter- 
c'st is increasing every year, and that the 
percentage of those! who participate in 
elections is also increasing. In Massa- 
chusetts toward the close of the last cen- 
tury, when discussions respecting the 
federal constitution were going on and 
when there had been an actual rebellion 
in one part of the state, not over 6 per 
cent of the population voted, although 
the census of those days shows that about 
three times that percentage of men were 
entitled to vote. In New York state at 
the last election the census and registra- 
tions lists were almost identical in many 
districts, and there were some districts 
whero there were more votes cast than 


r the census showed of residents in the dis- 
1 trict in the spring when the census was 
{taken. 


It may be that to the rich men and 


men engrossed ha the management of 
large business affairs politics and politi- 
cal matters are not relatively so impor- 
tant as they were when the United States 
began, but a comparison of the election 
returns shows that aside from the widen- 
big of the franchise the proportion of 
those who vote is greater in this stata 
than ever before.—New York Sun.
